Provided  that  an  animal  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  fit  for  slaughter,  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Veterinary  Officer  appointed  for  the  area,—

purpose  of  draught  or  any  kind  of  agricultural  operations  ; 

(b)  such  animal,  if  male,  is  useftu  or  likely  to  become  usefal  for  the  purpose 
of  brooding ; 

(c)  such  animal,  if  female,  is  useftd  or  likely  to  become  ueefttl  for  the  purpose 
of  gyving  milk  or  bearing  offspring. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  slaughter  of  any  animal  above  the 
age  of  fifteen  years  far  luma  fide  religious  purposes  :
